GUERRILLAS ACTIVE, 


MOSCOW, Sunday.—To-day’s Soviet 
communiqué states : ‘‘ During the night 
of October 25th fighting continued in 
Taganrog, the Donetz Basin, Mojaisk 
aud Malovaroslavets directions.’’ The 
supplement to the communiqué states 
that on one sector of the Leningrad 
front Soviet forces drove out the Ger- 
mans and captured much war material. 
\t another point the Red Army routed 
a battalion of German infantry and 
captured a large quantity of military 
equipment, as well as destroying ten 
enemy muine-thrown batteries, fifteen 
machine-gun emplacements, ten timber 
and earth forts and a platoon of heavy 
artillery. Within a few days aircraft 
operating on this sector destroyed 
80 German ténks and over 100 lorries, 
with, infantry and ammunition. A 
Soviet battalion operating on the 
north-western direction on the front 
beat, off five attacks in one day, the 
enemy leaving nearly 400 dead on the 
battlefield. 

In the Dnepropetrovsk region, says 
the supplement, guerrillas recently 
derailed a German train with guns and 
ammunition, ‘‘ The whole train was 
destroyed by fire and shell explosions. 
Not les: than 25 guns and 40 German 
soldiers escorting the train perished.”’ 
Others mined a railway truck, with the 
result that a large troop train with 
soldiers just arriving from Germany 
was wrecked. Over men were killed 
or severely wounded. Yet another 
guerrilla force destroyed two lorries and 
killed 32 German soldiers. 


MOSCOW’S CLAIMS 


MOSCOW, Sunday.—A field = de- 
spatch to the official Soviet News 
Agency states:—‘‘ For the past 24 
hours the enemy has continued his 
onslaught onthe flanks of our front. 
On one sector the Germans Jaunched 
repeated attacks, but with artillery 
support they were beaten off with 
great losses. Only in one place, where 
the enemy hurled into actiop up to 
two infantry regiments and 40 tanks, 
did they succeed in advancing several 
kilometres. Fierce fighting vontinued 
in this section until nightfall. Roads 
and fields were littered with the bodies 
of German soldiers and officers, 
mutilated German tanks and wrecked 
cars. 

Describing the recapture of a town, 
the correspondent says:—‘‘At dawn 
on October 24 one of our units ousted 
the enemy from the western outskirts 
of the town, while, simultaneously, 
other Red troops entered the town 
from the north-west and south-east. 
Fierce fighting took place in the 
streets, and during the day our troops 
occupied the central part of the town. 
At nightfall they cleared the town of 
the remnants of enemy infantry.” 

I-vestia’s correspondent writes from 
the central front :'— 

‘In the Mojaisk direction cur troops, 
supported by aircraft, artillery, tanks 
and infantry, are holding their 
positions. Gaining no success on the 
central front, the enemy are attempt- 
ing to develo an offensive on 
the flanks. n the vicinity of 
Malovaroslavete our” aircraft bombed 
several towns and enemy infantry con- 
centrations and destroyed enemy tanks 
and lorries. The correspondent says 
that in an unsuccessful attack in the 
vicinity of ‘a town’ the Germans 
lost over 1,000 men, killed and 
wounded,’’— (Reuter. )

To-day’s German communiqué 
stated :—The occupation of the Donetz 
Basin continues. Offensive operations 
have also been continued on other 
sectors of the eastern front. Strong 
formations of the German Air. Force 
directed heavy blows against troop con- 
centrations, fortifications and columns 
of the enemy between the Donetz and 
the Don, in the fighting zone of Mos- 
cow and east of the Volkhov. In 
the Far North bomber ‘planes de- 
stroyed part of the Murmansk railway 
and barrack camps on the Ribachi 
Leah, During night attacks on 

Íoscow bomb hits were scored on the 
Kremlin.” Numerous hits on troop 
concentrations in’ the Rostov and 
Kharkov areas are also claimed. In 
the southern sector nine trains are 
stated to have been destroyed and 26 
others damaged. Successful operations 
by the /uftwaffe in the central sec- 
tor are also reported.—( Reuter.) 


4,000 PRISONERS 


LONDON, Sunday.—German radio 
claimed to-night that a German tank 
division had captured a number of 
in piercing Soviet 
defences along a broad front on one of 
the central sectors. The announced 
claimed 4,000 Russian prisoners on the 
sector since October 24, and the 
destruction of 87 guns and 10 tanks. 

On a northern sector of the Ukrainian 
industrial area the Germans had taken 
1,700 prisoners and captured more than 
100 motor cars, the announcer went on. 
claiming that 69 Soviet aircraft were 
destroyed yesterday. Soviet counter- 
attacks on the southern front were 
repulsed, he claimed.—(The Associated 
Press.)

SAYS NEW PREMIER 


T OKYO, Sunday. In a 
speech to tw dred 
higher officials at Geabn? whats 


he went to report the assump- 
tion of offices to the gods at the 
Kansai shrines and mausoleums, 
General Tojo, the Prime 
Minister, reiterated that Japan’s 
policies were “ immutable and 
irrevocable,’" and that there 
could be “' no going back.”’ 


He, therefore, urged that national 
unity and official efficiency and co- 
operation would overcome all diffi- 
culties in the path, and declared: 
“World environment is changing so 
quickly that we cannot tell what lies 
in store for us at any minute. But 
the empire stands solemnly on the 
national policy that it has reiterated 
time and again. We must go on to 
develop in ever-expanding progression. 
There is no retreat. Naturally, diffi- 
culties arise, but if 100,000,000 people 
merge into one in iron solidarity and 
go forward, nothing can stop us. If 
this state of preparedness is completed 
diplomacy will become an easy affair. 
Wars can be fought with ease. Nothin 
can surprise me. No _ internationa 
pressure can disturb me. The unity 
that makes the people one and whole 
will solve all problems.’’—(‘ Times ”’ 
Telegram, copyright, per Press Asgo- 
ciation. ) 

TOKYO, Sunday.—Another outburst 
against the United States is contained 
in an editorial to-day in the prominent 
Asahi Shimbun. ‘‘As long as the 
United States cannot recognise the 
righteousness of Japan’s immovable 
national policy, there is no use in con- 
tinuing the negotiations,”’ it declares.

Last Four Days 
of Paddy Boyle 


HIS is the story of Paddy Boyle, 

I a heroic engine greaser, told last 

night in the B.B.C, postscript by 
Frank lJLaskier, merchant seaman: 
‘‘One evening in a pub I was talkin 
to an old shipmate and he told me o 
something that had happened,” was 
how Laskier began. e shipmate 
was one of the 16 sailors who brought 
the ‘‘San Demetiro’’ to Britain with 
12,000 tons of oil after she had been 
fired in mid Atlantic. by the German 
raider that sank the Jervis Bay. 

Boyle, Laskier said, was the last 
man down the ladder when the crew 
took to an open boat on being ordered 
to abandon their blazing ship. ‘‘As he 
came down the ladder he " “ile: and 
fell across the gunwale of the boat. 
He picked himselí up and his face was 
the colour of a bucketful of ashes. 

‘They pushed the boat off and went 
out into the-waters of the mid-Atlantic 
in a gale, and for two days those men 
were adrift. During that time Paddy 
Boyle had stayed in the boat. He'd 
never shirked his watch, he'd baled, 
he'd steered, he'd kept a lookout, and 
he had never complained.’’ 

The crew returned to the San Deme- 
trio, put the fire out, brought her home 
with the aid of a lifeboat compass and 
a school atlas “without stores, with- 
out radio, without help.’’ Paddy Boyle, 
engine veom man, went down and 
watched for two days and two nights 
without rest or sleep, and never com- 
plained. 

“ And in the evening of: the second 
day Paddy went up aloft to his room 
and laid down on his bunk and died, 
And when they went to pick him up 
he just hadn't, any ribs. When he'd 
fallen across the gunwale of the boat 
he'd stoved them nn.” 

“ “One of the great English stories of 
the sea.” was Ar. Justice Langton’s 
comment in awarding the San Demetrio 
crew £14,700 salvage money in the 
Admiralty Court. Boyle’s dependents 
received £1,000. 


R.A.F. ATTACK ON

SHIPS BOMBED AND

A Canadian squadron of Royal Air 
Force Coastal Command made “ fierce 
attacks’’ on convoys off the Dutch 
coast apg wigr soon after dawn, 
according to the Air Ministry News 
Service.

6% HOSTS ' which haunted a 

& hostel for B.B.C. staff girls 

at Bristol and played on their 

nerves, so that they were glad to be 

transferred to a new home, were de- 

scribed last night by their warden, 
Miss Methven Brownlee. 

The hostel, known as Oldbury 
House, St. Michael’s Hill, is believed 
to have been rzed by Prince Rupert 
and to have been connected with the 
old Bristol fort by means of under- 
ground passages. 

Miss Brownlee, now at a Weston- 
super-Mare hostel, told the Press Asso- 
ciation that she was convinced that 
Oldbury House was haunted. 

‘ Several times,” she said, “I saw 
the apparition of a man dressed in 
white monastic robes, with a bunch of 
keys hanging at his side, There were 
also the figures of five women ap- 
parently talking among themselves and 
always seen together. I would hear 
strange dragging footsteps and doors 
would open and shut. 

“TI said nothing at first to the 28 
or 30 girls who were living at the 
hostel, because I did not want to 
scare them. But one day eight of the 
girls came to me and said they had 
seen the ghosts at various times. 

“The curious thing was that none 
of the other girls ever saw them at all. 
I am afraid that at last the apparitions 
and the weird noises and happenings 
got on our nerves, and we were vely 
glad when we were moved to Weston- 
Super-Mare. We were more afraid of 
the ghosts than the air raids.”’ 

The house is now occupied by. the 
Inland Revenue authorities, but no 
one sleeps there at night. . 

Miss Brownlee, a portrait photo- 

rapher, whose remises were 
Juclenyes during an air raid last year, 
declares that her home was also 
haunted by mischievous spirits. She 
wonders whether the ghosts follow her 
round from house to house.

_ IN FRANCE 
STRONG PROTEST BY 


MR. ROOSEVELT 


V ICHY, Sunday. — General 

Stuelpnagel, German Mili- 
tary Governor in France, is con- 
sidering the release and return 
to France of French prisoners 
of war in Germany, in return 
for their relatives’ help in the 
search for the assassins of two 


German officers. 

Men who have given information 
have refused to accept any material 
reward, and, in view of this, General 
Stuelpnagel has decided that their 
relatives now in captivity in Germany 
shall be released and allowed to return 
to France immediately. 

The Mayor of Nancy has requested 
all municipal employés to sign a de- 
claration that they are neither Com- 
munists nor followers of General de 
Gauile, and that they will loyally obey 
the instructions of Marshal Pétain, 
says a Paris despatch to the German 
News Agency. 


U.S. PROTEST 


Strong condemnation of the reprisal 
executions carried out by the Germans 
was expressed on Saturday by President 
Roosevelt, who branded the executions as 
“revolting to the world and the acts of 
desperate men, who know in their 
hearts they cannot win.” The Presi- 
dent, said that the Germans were de- 
veloping a ‘‘ new order by depths of 
frightfulness which even they have 
rever approached before.” 

Mr. Churchill said that the British 
Government associated themselves fully 
“with the sentiments of horror and 
condemnation expressed by the Presi- 
dent of the U.S. upon the German 
butcheries. in Erance. ' 


The statément addéd—“ These: cotd> 


blooded éxecutions of innocent people 
will only recoil upon the savages who 
order and execute them. 

The Vichy News Agency says—*‘‘ The 
fate of the 100 reserve hostages at 
Nantes and Bordeaux was the subject 
of important Government discussions. 

‘‘Marshal Pétain, who, by personal 
representations, obtained from Hitler, 
by way of grace, a prolongation of 
delay in the executions until next Mon- 
day and Wednesday, respectively, is 
redoubling his efforts to bring about a 
modification of the verdict.”’

VICHY, Sunday.—Charged with 
Communist activities, 17 persons have 
been sentenced by mihtary tribunals in 
Rumania to periods of from 3 to 25 
years’ imprisonment, says a Bucharest

PROGRAMME 


NEW YORK, Sunday.—Fifty-three 
thousand coal miners employed in 
mines operated by seven steel com- 
panies supplying over 80 per cent. of 
the steel required for national defence 
have been called out by the United 
Mine Workers of America. The strike 
was actually to take effect at midnight 
last night, but production of coal will 
not be affected until to-morrow, as the 
mines are not worked on Sundays. 

Mr. John 4. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, had declined a 
request by President Roosevelt that the 
miners should cantinue work pending 
mediation; but he has agreed to meet 
Mr. Myron Taylor, former chairman of 
the U.S. Steel Corporation, to discuss 
the dispute. Any prolonged strike 
would seriously jeopardise national 
defence, as the steel companies are 
estimated to have no more than & 
month’s supply of coal in hand, and 
deliveries from other sources would be 
inadequate, even if they were not 
opposed by the strikers. Meanwhile, 
some union leaders have demanded a 
sympathetic strike among all the soft 
coal mines unless the dispute is quickly 
settled. The dispute is concerned wit 
the question of a “union shop.’’—

POLICY 


“ DESTRUCTION OF 
HITLER MENACE” 


WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


,, T HE real end—the inescap- 

able end — of United 
States policy is the destruction 
of the Hitler menace,’’ said 
President Roosevelt in a message 
read to-day to the annual forum 
of the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion 

“In the achieving of that end our 
responsibility is fully as great as that | 
of the peoples who are fighting and 
dying for it. I know our country will 
not shrink from the responsibilrty, nor 
ee before whatever sacrifices it may 
emand. 

“Ship for ship, man for man. I am 
proud and confident in knowing that 
the Navy is ready to prove to the 
nation and to the forces of evil its 
fitness to assume responsibility’ for 
the U.S. Navy’s share m national de- 
fence, the President said in a letter 
to Colonel Knox, Secretary for the 
Navy, published here on the eve of 
‘‘Navy and Total Defence Day.” 

Alluding to the Navy's present 
operations, the President says: ‘‘Our 
Fleet is far out in the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. I know that I can count 
on our Navy to recognise the necessity 
for its close co-ordination with the 
Army and our mrilions of civilian 
defenders.’’ 

The letter called on all Americans to 
sacrifice their personal, sectional or 
group interests “in order. that we may 
remam united and unconquerable.”’

WHEN WILL 
BRIT AIN 
STRIKE? 


ME. ANTHONY EDEN, the 
British Foreign Secretary, 
speaking at Manchester on 
turday, dealt with those 
who are asking “when and 
where are we going to strike - 

“That, is the one point on which it 
is not in my power to enlighten you," 
he said; “but this Í can tell you, from 
the first hour of the German attack on 
Russia the War Cabinet and the 
Government as a whole have concen- 
trated every effort in their power upon 
the task of giving their utmost help 
to Russia. here has been nerther 
hesitation nor reserve.” 

Referring to criticism of the Govern. 
ment, Mr. Eden said: “We would 
much rather be barked at than that 
there should be supine indifference. 
But as to the decisions which must be 
taken after all the evidence is weighed, 
those dectsions must be the respon- 
sibility of the War Cabinet, and of the 
War Cabinet alone. We will dare any 
action where we believe the hazards to 
be justified. The Government, indeed, 
have but one purpose, which is yours 
and Stalin’s, too—how best to encom- 
pass Hitler's defeat. We- will not be 
deterred from that task for one instant, 
even for the luxury of answering our 
critics. War is a long-term business. 
The issue will not be settled by any 
sudden brilliant .improvisation.”’ 


LUDICROUS CHARGE 

Mr. Eden said that he never expected 
to live to hear the suggestion that the 
Prime Minister was backward in 
action. It was, indeed, the most 
ludicrous of all charges. Saying that 
Hitler was a genius—an evil genius— 
Mr. Eden added: “One day I believe 
it will be said of him, not that he 
conquered France, not that he enslaved 
Greece, not that he tormented Europe. 
It will be said of hrm: this man Ge- 
spised, but could not debase mankind.”’ 

Each one felt the deepest admiration 
for the heroic Russian resistance. “' If 
you are watching every phase of this 
struggle, so is the Government; if you 
are deeply moved so are we. We know 
only too well that the Russians are 
bearing now a burden that was ours a 
year ago. You may be sure that the 
Government has done, and will do, 
everything within its power to give 
help to Russia.’ 

Mr. Eden said that he hoped soon 
to announce the conclusion of an 
alliance with Persia. These develop- 
ments enabled us to open up a route 
of supplies to Russia, available at all 
seasons of the year. “From the 
Caucasus, through Persia, Iraq, Syria, 
Palestine and Egypt to the Western 
Desert there is now one unbroken 
Allied front. To that front reinforce- 
ments and si have been speeding 
continuously during the summer and 
before, supplies not only from this 
country, but from India and other parts 
oí the Empire, and from the United 
States of America. Our position in the 
Middle Eas has been immensely 
strengthened.”’

BOY SEAMAN 
‘THREE WEEKS 
IN A BOAT 


DURBAN, Saturday.—An 18-year- 
old Scots apprentice seaman, John 
Ross. a native of Kincardine, Scotland, 
the sole survivor of a crew of 32, told 
to-day how he lived for three weeks 
in an open boat with men dying 
around him when his ship was tor- 
pedoed eight days out of a West 
African port. Eight of the men took 
to a raft, while the others sought 
safety in a boat. The next day they 
met two boatloads of survivors from 
another torpedoed ship. 

“The boats separated,”” said Ross. 
“ My boat included some Chinese sea- 
men. They suceumbed to the rigours 
of exposure in the broiling sun and 
jumped overboard one by one. 

“Ás the European survivors died, 
they were dropped overboard. Sharks 
were' quickly on the scene, their fins 
grating against the side of the boat. 

“After the cantain 's death, only my- 
self and a seaman were left. The next 
day the seaman behaved strangely and 
threatened me. I defended myself with 
an axe, Afterwards he jumped over- 
board. 

““ Before being rescued and taken to 
Madagascar by a small French boat | 
lived on the dregs of condensed milk 
tins mixed with salt water.” 

Ross has been repatriated to South 
Africa from Madagascar, where for five 
months he was given sanctuary by a 
British family.— (Associated Preas.)

Workers’ Union, to which the strikers 
belong or with which they sympathise, 
claimed that eight further “buses had 
had to be left in Ringsend garage 
owing to the absence of conductors to 
operate them, The Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, to which the 
vast majority of the company’s em- 
ployés belong, denied. knowledge of 
the stoppage of the eight "buses, and 
said that several strikers had applied 
for reinstatement in the union and had 
been allowed to restart work. The 
A.T.G.W.U. officials stated that the 
position was improving greatly. as far 
as their upion was concerned, and 
arrangements were being made for in- 
creasing the number of pickets during 
the week. 

The Transport Company Stated, as 
far as can be ascertained, there were 
still about 200 men on strike last 
night, but the position was greatly 
confused because of the resumption of 
men who had been on their “ rest 
day,’’ and additions to and subtraec- 
tions from the number of strikers. So 
far no direct negotiations have been 
opened up between strikers who wish 
to resume and the company, resump- 
tions being allowed by the I.T.G.W.U. 
on admission or readmission to the 
union. 

An official of the Transport Company 
said yesterday that the company had 
received no strike notice from the 
A.T.G.W.U.. which had taken over an 
unofficial ‘strike. There had been a 
report that the A.T.G.W.U. was offer- 
ing strike pay to any employé of the 
company who would come out on 
strike. The strike, he said. had been 
revealed as an inter-union dispute. It 
was only an attempt by the 
A.T.G.W.U., . which represented less 
than 10 per cent. of the employés, to 
win members from the I.T.G.W CU., 
which represented the rest of the 
workers. The company, he added. had 
an agreement with the [I.T.G.W.U., 
and could not negotiate with any other 
union. 

The work of organising the strike 
has now been taken over from the 
strikers’ Council of Action by a Strike 
Committee of the A.T.G.W.U.

tion of giving up their plans for expan- 
sion. If they pursue ¢hat course, a colli- 
sion there (in the Far East) is inevit- 
able.” He received what amounts to his 
answer yesterday, when General Tojo, the 
new Prime Minister of Japan, declared 
that his country’s policies were immutable 
and irrevocable, and that there could be. 
no going back. Sooner or later Japan 
must strike: the question is—where, and 
when? Will she content herself with an 
intensifying of her campaign against 
China? We cannot think so. All the 
evidence of the last two years suggests 
that the Japanese have done all that they 
can hope to do in China. They have 
seized the entire seaboard, including 
virtually all of the wealthiest cities; they 
have drained a substantial portion of the 
riches that used to flow from China to 
Europe and Anférica into their own 
Treasury; but they have achieved these 
gains at a heavy cost of men and material, 
and their prospect of further gains is 
small. If they could be certain of sup- 
plies of war material, they might pre- 
pare themselves for another offensive— 
greater than any previous offensive— 
against Marshal Chiang Kai-shek; but 
their supplies must be running uncomfort- 
ably short since America shut her markets 
against Japanese buyers. Moreover, it is 
quite laborious enough to hold their exist- 
ing gains against the active or passive 
resistance of nine-tenths of the Chinese 
nation. :

We are still, for the most part, in that 
abysmally elementary stage, when the only 
thing we can recognise in music is a big 
tune. As for the design, the real stuff of 
music—that is something one leaves to the 
“ highbrows ” and the professors, as if 
sultana cake consisted of nothing but 
sultanas and Shakespeare of only the 
familiar quotations. The Irish people 
always have had a song in their hearts, 
but they have been side-tracked into

A lecturer before the Old Dublin Society 
last week stated that the city might be 
said to be 1,100 years old. He placed its 
foundation at the year 841, when it was 
used as “a summer base camp for 
marauding Vikings who pillaged the 
Irish coasts.’’ We have no record of the 
comments of the members of the Old 
Dublin Society, but it is probable that 
many of them disagreed with the lecturer’s 
theory that the city was founded as 
recently as 841. At least one member, the} 
honorary secretary, Mr. Patrick Meehan, 
holds firmly to the belief that Dublin was 
founded long before the Norsemen arrived, 
and he has support for his belief in a 
great deal of what passes for history. 
There are some who would identify Dublin 
with the Eblana of Ptolemy, the celebrated 
geographer and mathematician who observed 
in Alexandria. during the reigns of 
Hadrian and Antoninus Pius, while others 
give credence to a tale that Mogh of 
Munster objected to the harbour of Dublin 
being omitted from his portion when he 
and ‘Conn of the Hundred Battles’’ 
divided Ireland between them—which was 
around 150 A.D. Then there is the very 
extensive “ Baile-Ath Cliath ” school which 
insists that Dublin is a growth from a 
settlement near a ford of hurdles some- 
where along the River Liffey on the road 
between Wicklow and Tara.

Arthur Young 


But for war and all its miseries, 
scientific societies here and acres the 
Channel would, doubtless, be ying 
tributes to the memory of men who, in 
their generation, rendered service to the 
common . One of outstanding 
character was Arthur Young, whom man 
still regard as the greatest of English 
writers on agriculture. 

In Ireland his name is still remembered, 
and justly so, for to him, more than any 
other eighteenth century writer, we are 
indebted for the valuable information 
furnished about Ireland’s economic system 
and the relations between landlords and 
tenants over the greater part. of the 
country. He was born at Whitehall, 
London, on September 11, 1741, and, 
despite early disappointments in his 
literary enterprises, he maintained a 
courageous spirit throughout trying years 
and bereavements. While still at school, 
he began to write a history of England, 
but apparently that and other literary 

rojects were cast uside by his falling in 
ove and becoming smitten with the 
dancing craze then prevalent in London. 

With ripening years he began to study 
agrarian problems, especially the produc- 
tion of food — and kindred subjects. 
Theugh his Works about till in 
England, France and Ireland reveal care 
ful observation, they cannot be accepted 
as proofs that the author was a practical 
agriculturist himself. In fact, he re- 
gretted publishing seme of them because 
of the presumption with which he set out 
certain controverted opinions. 

He came to Ireland in the summer of 
1776, and while in Dublin was the guest 
of Lord Charlemont, whose town resi 
in Mountjoy Square was after receiving 
its final decorative touches from the cele- 
brated Italian artist Bossi, whose ex- 
quisite relief ornamentation is the 
of the old Georgian mansions of Dublin.

COMMUNITY KITCHENS 


Editorial tribute to the efforts of the Jrish 
Times on the behalf of community kitchens 
in Dublin, and to an article by the /rish 
Times Special Commissioner, Mr. Edward F. 
MacSweeney, are features of this month's 
issue of The Irish Ambulance Brigade, the 
official or of the 8t. John Ambulance 
Brigade of Ireland. The leading article lays 
stress upon the tragedies which will arise 
this winter out of lack of fuel, ‘‘ For- 
tunately,”’’ it says, ‘‘ some of us have not been 
taken surprise, and it is due to the fore- 
sight of those who looked ahead that there 
are means, if still inadequate, to deal with 
the situation. Mr. MacSweeney’s sympathetic 
and ‘widely-read articles revealed the many 
efforts in different parts of the city which, 
like our own three maternity dining-rooms, 
have been doing their work quietly in peace 
and war.” 

Mr. MacSweeney, in his article, says that 
the ideal community kitchens would be com- 
paratively small units, cooking about 500

gettin ready to present its report, and 
probably the Minister will ve its 
recommendations any day now. 

I do not know whether it will present 
one or more reports, but, from the 
diversity of its personnel, I shall not be 
suzprised if the members have not been 
unanimous.

This 
compromise would give a difference of 
half-an-hour between summer time here 
and the summer time observed across 
Channel and in the North.

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WOOD FUEL 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
5ir,—We in the country have heard 
so much about the probable shortage 
of fuel in Dublin and other towns 
during the comin winter, and the 
maar that will cag especially 
© poorer people, that we are 
bewildered that ás effort 
made to secure the supplies of wood 
fuel that are certainly available. 

Early in the summer a circular 
letter was sent by the Ministry of 
Supplies to most of us, suggestin 
that they—the Ministry~hout sn 
men to ‘‘clear’’ our woods of fire- 
wood timber, paving nothing to us 
for the timber; the implication being 
that it would be a benefit to us to 
have a gang of strange fellers and 
carters making havoc of our woods 
and over whom we had no authority. 
Firewood, of course, has always a local 
value, and if we give it away, as we 
often do, we would: naturally, prefer 
to do so to our less fortunate neigh- 
bours, who are sincerely grateful for it. 

My own reply to this circular was 
that I had a considerable quantity of 
firewood—perhaps a couple of thousand 
tons—which I was prepared to cut and 
deliver in Dublin at a reasonable price. 
To this I received no answer, and 
several of my friends, who made, more 
or less, the same reply to the circular 
have not fared better. 

I happen to be in a somewhat better 
position about getting information 
than most country dwellers, as | know 
something about timber, and am in 
touch with people who ought to be 
able to advise. tt is, therefore, all the 
more deplorable—always supposing 
wood fuel is wanted—that so far l 
have been unable to hear of any organi- 
sation in Dublin with whom we could 
deal. It would seem to us that it 
would have been a comparatively 
simple matter—if there is an emer- 
ency—to have arranged some dépot 
in Dublin with an office and staff and 
storage yards and a fixed price for 
timber delivered there, to where we 
could write and arrange for this de- 
livery. Now the long summer days, 
when timber could be brought out on 
firm wood rides and stacked to dry out 
and to improve greatly its caloric 
value, while reducing the cost of car- 
riage perhaps 20 per cent., are gone. 
Short, broken days are before us. 


timber traced out on them will look the 
filthy stuff and definitely worse fuel. 

Further, the Canal Company, by 
which this timber would go to Dublin, 
after being comparatively idle all 
summer, are now working to capacity, 
trying to handle the grain crop, and I 
doubt if they could touch. timber at 
all. 

Five or six thousand tons from this 
extreme north corner of Tipperary may 
not be a vast quantity in view of what 
is wanted, but this is only one small 
area, and, as far as I know, it is the 
same everywhere; but even five or six 
thousand tons w6uld surely bring hot 
meals and warmth and comfort to a 
good many cheerless rooms and shiver- 
ing children, but not a stick of this 
timber has been cut, and I submit that 
however much we may regret the situa- 
tion the blame does not rest on us.—

An enthusiastic audience in the 
Abbey Theatre last night applauded 
this year’s two prize-winning Gaelic 
plays. 

The big thing of the night was “ An 
Crann Caorthainn,” by Gearóid 
O Sléibhín, last year's prize-winner. 
This is in three acts, in a contemporary 
Munster setting, and it amply fulfils 
last year’s promise. In his material, 
his characterisation, his construction 
and in his handling and direction of 
these, the playwright has succeeded in 
a piece which. is highly dramatic and, 
at the same time, first-class stagecraft. 
At moments there is an inclination to 
fall into melodrama and to make the 
entry of characters too conveniently 
quick. But if it were not for one 
fault of weakness that should have 
been avoided at the end, ‘‘An Crann 
Caorthainn’’ would be by a consider- 
able distance the best play that has 
come out of an Oireachtas competition. 
As it stands, it is in the front rank in 
any of this year’s lists, 

As played last night, it was little 
short of perfection. As a team and as 
individuals the players served their 
author excellently. The love-lorn swain 
of Ciaran O h-Annrachain was a severe 
test for a young player, but, on the 
whole, it came off. Gearoid O Loch 
Jainn, in the father’s part, especially 
in the tenser moments of the second 
and third acts, was at top form. 
Muiris O Cathain’s kindly, friendly, 
indolent, humorous uncle, Seamus, was 
a real joy; and in the rather difficult 
and exciting parts of the mother and 
the sweetheart whose love is un- 
requited Caithlin Ni Chathain and Ita 
Ni Flaithimh lived up to their good 
acting repute. , 

Others whose playing was competent, 
were Nelli Ni Mbhainnin, Finghin 
O Siochfhradha, Brighid Ni Loingsigh, 
Proinnsias © Foghludha; and the 
comedy serving-maid of Mairin Ni 
Shuilleabhain was delightful. 

For a curtain raiser Gearoid O Loch- 
lainn’s “ Ag an Ladhran,”’ inner 
tragedy of a successful, self-satisfied, 
conscience-hunted big business man, 
was played by the author in the title- 
réle, with M. O Cathain as station- 
master and Tomas Loibhead, the other 
man whose remonstrances provoked the 
hard-hearted’s questioning of heart.

FUTURE 


LORD LONGFORD AND 
IRISH PLAYWRIGHTS 


A consideration of the work of Irish 
playwrights of the past decade and an 
endeavour to foresee the direction our 
theatre will take, and to forecast its 
shape in the next decade—the subject 
of the “Symposium” of the Dublin 
Drama Léague for last night—drew a 
large attendance to the Gate Theatre, 
Dublin. Mr. Rutherford Mayne pre- 
sided. 


The Earl of Longford, who opened ' 


the debate, condemned the Irish. 
dramatist who wrote with his eye on 
the West End of London. The Irish 
dramatist, he said, should write for the 
Irish people, and he damned to London 
and to New York. As to his own posi- 
tion, he said, he ran a theatrical com- 
pany, and did not want to offend the 
dramatists, whose works he had re- 
jected. In his theatre they did not 
specialise in new plays or Irish plays, 
whereas at the Abbey for the last ten 
years they had staged almost entirely 
new plays. So long as the Abbey did 
so he did not think that they there 
were called upon to do it. Many of 
the Irish dramatists had first been seen 
at the Gate, such as Denis Johnston, 


Mary Manning, David Sears, and 
others. 
DUBLIN-PRODUCED 
PLAYS 


Of the plays that had been produced 
in Dublin in the last decade, he 
thought that the general level was 
good. The standard had been well 
maintained at the Abbey Theatre and by 
Messrs. MacLiammoir and Edwards, 
at the Gate.
